PLANNED- IN PDDTION, ON PAPERS THAT PUBLANAGEMPRIEST'S 
OF SEVERAL OPPOSITION NEWSPAPERS THAT PUBLISHEDPRIEST'S 
"INDICTMENT" OF THIEU WILL BEGIN, AND GROUP OF VOLUNTEER 
DEFENSE LAWYERS HOPE TO TURN CASE INTO TRIAL OF REGIME 
(MARKHAM, NYT). 

MCCOMBS (WP) NOTES GROUP OF US VETS IS IN SAIGON AT 
GVN INVITATION FOR NATIONAL DAY CELEBRATIONS. SOME ARE 
EX-POWS, INCLUDING ADM MCCAIN'S SON. MOST APPEAR UN-

MAIL AND GLOBE'S JOHN BURNS IN PEKING (WP, CSM) DOES 
FEATURE ON HIGH COST OF DOING BUSINESS IN CHINA, CITING 
CASE OF TWO AUSSIE COMPANIES THAT GAVE CHINESE 320,000 
DOES WORTH OF LIVESTOCK EARLIER THIS MONTH BUT WERE 
GIVEN HANDLING BILLS TOTALING NEARLY 15,000 DOLS. 

LIVESTOCK WERE CENTER OF ATTENTION AT AUSTRALIAN TRADE 
FAIR THAT CLOSED THIS WEEK; CHINESE SIGNED CONTRACTS 
VALUED AT MORE THAN 1.25 MILLION DOLS - BUT GOT ANIMALS 
FREE. LARGEST SINGLE BILL, ACCOUNTING FOR MOST OF NEARLY 
15,000 DOLS, WAS FOR TRANSPORTING ANIMALS FROM PEKING'S 
AIRPORT TO A COMMUNE OUTSIDE CITY AND THENCE TO FAIR 
SITE - DISTANCE LESS THAN 30 MILES. ABOUT 60 TRUCKS 
SENT TO AIRPORT, THOUGH FEWER USED. OTHER BILLS INCLUDED 
ONE FOR 1,000 DOLS FOR CONSTRUCTION OF CORRAL AT FAIR 
SITE, 550 DOLS FOR 650 FEET OF ROPE USED IN ROUNDING 
UP ANIMALS. BILLS HAVE BEEN BITTERLY RECEIVED. OFFICIALS 
OF TWO COMPANIES ARE HOPING THERE HAS BEEN BUREAUCRATIC 
MISTAKE; MEANWHILE, THEY ARE STALLING PAYMENT. 
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BURNS CITES OTHER CASES OE HIGH COST OE DOING BUSINESS
